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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The previously entered limitation of "obtained by the ball rolling method provided for in JIS Z 0237" was 
determined be indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph in the final Office action mailed 13 May 2009. In so far as the claims were 
definite, no prior art had been discovered or applied to the claim scope which included this limitation of "obtained by the ball rolling method 
provided for in JIS Z 0237". However, since the indefnite limitation of "obtained by the ball rolling method provided for in JIS Z 0237" has 
been removed from the claims, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as set forth in the final Office action dated 1 3 May 
2009 no longer applied. However, removal of this limitation also changes the scope of the claims currently presented to be broader. As 
such, the scope of these claims no longer matches the scope under final rejection and because the scope is broader, prior art may apply. 
As such, the removal of the limitation of "obtained by the ball rolling method provided for in JIS Z 0237" from the claim would require further 
search and/or consideration. 
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
